Enjoy, and hope to see you at the meeting and at Field Day! (97.103). You normally operate your own station, but on 
Field Day, you often operate using someone else's station. 
You, the licensee, are responsible for all transmissions 
from your station. During Field Day, many amateurs often 
use a single call sign, so the station licensee must 
designate a control operator(s). Both the station licensee 
and the control operator are equally responsible for all 
transmissions (97.103(a) and (b)). When you, the station 
licensee, designate others as control operators, you 
should make a note in the log. You are no longer required 
to carry a photocopy of your license whenever you are the 
control operator of a station, but it's still a good idea. For a 
detailed look at this topic, see The FCC Rule Book 
(available from HQ 


Q. My call is being used for Field Day, but | can't be at the 
station for the duration of the contest. | like sleeping 
in my air conditioned house, even during Field Day.

A. No, because your appointed control operator should 
fulfill your duties as the station licensee. In fact, you 
don't have to be there at all, but you must make sure 
that your appointed control operator is capable of 
carrying out your wishes (97.103(b) and 97.105).
